NATURAL  PHILOSOPHY.

Shew  that  if  four  forces  acting  on  a  point  be  represented  by  the  sides  of  a  rectangle  taken 
in  order,  they  will  be  in  equilibrium. 

2.  Apply  the  Triangle  of  Forces  to  find  the  least  horizontal  force  necessary  to  draw  a  wheel  four  feet  in 

diameter  and  weighing  10  cwt.  over  an  obstacle  the  height  of  which  is  six  inches,  situated  on  the  hoi'i- 
-  zontal  plane  on  which  the  wheel  rests. 

3.  Define  the  moment  of  a  force  with  respect  to  a  given  point. 

A  uniform  beam  A  B,  whose  weight  is  100  lbs.  and  length  50  feet,  rests  with  one  end  (A)  on  a 
horizontal  plane  A  C,  and  the  other  end  against  a  vertical  wall  C  B.  If  a  string  C  A,  equal  in  length 
to  C  B,  prevents  the  beam  from  sliding,  find  the  tension  of  the  .string.
